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Appeal after pet cat 
is shot with air rifle

THE devastated owner of a cat 
which was shot with an air rifle has 
hit out at the “sick” people who at¬ 
tacked her pet and left her “drip¬ 
ping blood like a tap”. 

Kymberley Marriot’s pet, Millie, 
was shot with an airgun in Burwell. 

The pellet entered her side and 
went through her body after what 
Kymberley believes was an attack 
from just 30 feet away. 

It is not known exactly where 
Millie was shot, but Kymberley be¬ 
lieves it happened close to their 
home in nearby Weirs Drove or at 
the recreation ground. 

Kymberley, who lives in Myrtle 
Drive, said: “We had picked the 
children up from school and when 
we got in, Millie was standing by 
the back door. 

“We have a cat flap but she was 
just too poorly to come through it. 
There was blood all around her and 
it was dripping out of her like a tap. 

“We picked her up and first 
thought she had been bitten by a 
dog. But when we took her to Pet 
Doctors in Burwell, they discovered 
she had been shot.” 

Kymberley, who is seven months 
pregnant, was distraught after vets 
had concerns that the pellet had 


punctured Millie’s lungs. 

Millie was referred to Dick White 
Referrals in Six Mile Bottom and 
a CT scan revealed the pellet had 
missed her organs by just millime¬ 
tres. 

Kymberley said: “Cats are packed 
so tightly in there but the bullet had 
missed every single one of her ma¬ 
jor organs. 

“She was so lucky - she has defi¬ 


nitely used up one of her nine lives.” 

Police are looking into the inci¬ 
dent and Kymberley is urging any¬ 
one with any information about the 
attack to get in touch with them. 

“It is really upsetting that some¬ 
one could point and pull a trigger 
on a gun at a cat,” Kymberley said. 

“My guess is it’s someone not 
happy with what she’s doing in their 
garden, or it could be a young per¬

son. If it’s a young person, they re¬ 
ally need some help. That is a pretty 
sick thing to do.” 

She added: “If anyone knows who 
did this, I would urge them to think 
about the ramifications for every¬ 
one. What would have happened if 
one of our children were there, or if 
someone crossed in front of the cat 
while they were shooting her. What 
if she had died? 


“It could have been so different 
and so much worse. If they know 
someone has done this and they 
think it’s a laugh and a joke, it’s re¬ 
ally not. If Millie had not been in¬ 
sured we could have been facing a 
very different scenario.” 

A spokeswoman for the RSPCA 
said: “This sounds like an extremely 
upsetting incident for the owners of 
this poor cat. Anyone with any in¬ 
formation is urged to call the police 
or RSPCA cruelty and advice line in 
confidence on 0300 1234 999. 

“Under the Animal Welfare Act, if 
someone is caught deliberately us¬ 
ing an air weapon to injure an ani¬ 
mal, they could face a £20,000 fine 
and/or up to six months in prison.” 

Police are investigating the inci¬ 
dent and have urged anyone with 
information to call 101. 

PC Malcolm Wood said: “This is 
a horrible offence - an offence of 
genuine cruelty. To anyone who 
might contemplate commiting 
such an offence out of sport, or 
because they see what they do as 
harmless fun - it certainly is not.”

Decision due 
on plans for 
De Niro’s flats

A DECISION as to whether 
the former De Niro’s night¬ 
club in Newmarket will be 
turned into flats will be de¬ 
cided tonight. 

Forest Heath District 
Council’s development 
control committee will be 
meeting in their offices in 
Mildenhall this evening to 
decide whether permission 
will be given for 36 flats, a 
detatched block of ten af¬ 
fordable homes, and 290 
square feet of office space. 

The application was sub¬ 
mitted last April by the 
Murfet group - but since 
then a community scheme 
has been launched and has 
suggested a way the former 
nightclub on the High Street 
can be turned back into a 
cinema. 

The Newmarket Doric 
Centre project was launched 
by local residents, who put 
together a plan for a cinema 
and soft play centre, as well 
as cafes and other ameni¬ 
ties, on the site. 

De Niro’s has been list¬ 
ed as a community asset, 
meaning if the owners ever

sold the building, it would 
first have to be offered to the 
community to buy. 

Town mayor fohn Berry 
said: “One would hope that 
[community asset listing] 
would be a large factor in 
influencing whether or not 
they do give it the go ahead. 

“If the flat plan was turned 
down I think there is scope 
for their plans [the Doric 
Centre] to come to fruition.” 

But in a letter to FHDC, 
the building’s agent has said 
they are planning a “multi- 
million pound regeneration 
scheme of a very tired site”. 

It added: “The alternative 
to this is a continuing and 
very stark one, i.e. the con¬ 
tinued deterioration of this 
very tired building which 
is already in a poor state 
and which, no matter what 
use would be proposed, 
will take many hundreds of 
thousands of pounds even 
to restore it to a useable con¬ 
dition. 

“I do not believe there are 


any other more practical or 
reasonable uses for this site 
other than some form of res¬ 
idential use and other ideas 
being put forward by third 
parties such as potential 
cinemas are fanciful in the 
extreme, particularly given 
the small size of the New¬ 
market catchment area and 
the substantial expenses in¬ 
volved.” 

A spokesperson for the 
Doric Centre project said a 
plan for a cinema would be 
a “very distinct opportunity” 
that had been “frustrated by 
the flats application”. 

He added: “This is what 
people asked for - 1,300 
people have said they want 
to see a cinema back in 
Newmarket. It is not fanci¬ 
ful in the extreme - it is defi¬ 
nitely an option.” 

The plans will be dis¬ 
cussed at the meeting start¬ 
ing tonight at 6pm.

I have done nothing 
wrong, says councillor

THE mayor of Newmarket 
has spoken out to defend 
his deputy who has been ac¬ 
cused of “profiteering” from 
a new town newsletter which 
he is involved in. 

Mayor John Berry says he 
in full support of Cllr Bill 
Sadler, who has launched 
the Newmarket Messenger to 
replace a previous newslet¬ 
ter distributed three times a 
year by the town council. 

Cllr Sadler has been ac¬ 
cused by fellow councillors 
of “profiteering” from the 
venture - but he says he first 
approached the council two 
years ago about replacing 
their previous newsletter 
which he said was “boring”. 

He made an arrangement 
that he would find a publish¬ 
er for the new magazine and 
the town council would only 
have to pay to distribute it 
at a cost of £750, rather than 
pay any production costs. 

But some councillors have 
strongly criticised him for 
the venture which might 
benefit him financially. 

Cllr Sadler claims he did 
declare an interest as soon 
as it came before the coun¬ 
cil and has therefore done 
nothing wrong. 

And he says any money 
made by him would come as 
part of the publisher, Bright 
Publishing’s, budget - and 
would be at no cost to the 
town council. 

He told the News : “This 
has taken nearly two years. It 
has come before the council 
on four occasions and it has 
been explained what is go¬ 
ing on. I might get paid for 
writing some of the articles, 
but the council will just be 
paying for the distribution as 
they have always done - if I 
got any pay it would be from 
the publishers. 

“I didn’t expect to make 
anything out of it,” Cllr Sad¬ 
ler added. “That was a com¬ 
plete surprise to me and I 
have no idea what any pay¬ 
ment might be. No-one has 
criticised the quality, con¬ 
tent or value of the publica¬ 
tion. All complaints by coun¬ 
cillors have been addressed 
to me personally.”

Man suffers multiple 
injuries after fall 

A MAN fell from a building in Newmarket 
on Friday morning, suffering multiple 
serious injuries. 

An ambulance, the East Anglian 
air ambulance medical car, the 
Hazardous Area Response Team and 
a SARS doctor attended the incident 
in Black Bear Lane, Newmarket, at 
about 12.30am on Friday. 

Police also attended. A police 
spokesperson said: “We attended on 
Friday because a man had fallen from 
a building. There were no suspicious 
circumstances.” 

He was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. 


Mayor John Berry said 
the publication was a “big 
improvement” on the previ¬ 
ous one. He said: “The town 
council does not pay for the 
publication of the Messenger. 

“The town council is not 
involved in the finance of 
the magazine. For Bill, the 
editorial work he is doing is 
voluntary and he might be 
paid for that - but who the 
publishers of the magazine 
pay is their business.” 

Cllr Berry added that the 
previous news sheet, the 
Town Crier, was “not satis¬ 
factory” and cost the town 
council a lot of money. 

He added: “If Bill had 
elected not to take the edi¬ 
tor’s fee which the publisher 
of the magazine had offered 
him, this money would not 
have gone to the council, but 
would merely have been re¬ 
tained by the publisher as an 
increase in any profit which 
the magazine was making. 

“So while Bill’s critics are 
saying that he ought not to 
take any money he is offered, 
such a decision would be 
a fairly empty gesture, and 
would not mean any extra 
money for the town council. 

“Other members have 


commercial interests that 
work with the town council - 
it is not unprecedented.” 

However, Cllr Rachel Hood 
said setting up the magazine 
had not been dealt with cor¬ 
rectly. She said: “Bill Sadler 
said in the Finance and Pol¬ 
icy committee that he had 
appointed himself editor. He 
has stated publicly that he is 
the owner of the magazine. 

“Where is the town council 
resolution to authorise this? 

“I think if that is the situa¬ 
tion it’s incumbent for some¬ 
one to have made timely 
pecunary interest declara¬ 
tions.” 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett 
told the News everything had 
been done correctly. 

She said: “We have en¬ 
trusted the magazine to a 
publisher and it’s their mag¬ 
azine. There are strict pieces 
of legislation that allows 
business people to sit on the 
council. They can take busi¬ 
ness away from the council 
as long as they declare a pe¬ 
cuniary interest. 

“Bill Sadler has also re¬ 
quested dispensation which 
allows him, if granted, to stay 
at the meeting and answer 
questions. He cannot vote.”

COUNCIL tax for residents of 
Forest Heath will be frozen 
for the seventh year. 

A unanimous decision was 
made by the full council last 
week, meaning the district 
council portion of Band D 
householders will stay at 
£137.43 for the year. 


Cllr Stephen King, cabinet 
member for resource and 
performance, said: "This is 
the seventh consecutive year 
that we have been able to 
freeze Council Tax and our 
level of charge remains the 
lowest of all the districts in 
Suffolk. It hasn't been easy. 


We have worked hard to cut 
costs wherever possible, and 
to look at ways of generating 
income. We know that 
financial pressures in the 
years ahead will continue to 
be tough [but] I am proud 
that again we have been able 
to maintain Council Tax."

Man jailed for 11 years 
after armed robberies

AN armed robber who raid¬ 
ed a bank and a travel agent 
in Newmarket has been sen¬ 
tenced to at least 11 years in 
prison. 

Joseph Walker, 52, of St 
Mary’s Square, Newmarket, 
threatened staff at Lloyds 
Bank with an imitation 
handgun and used a large 
hunting knife to force work¬ 
ers at Premier Travel to open 
an office where foreign cur¬ 
rency was stored. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard how on the afternoon 
of November 12 last year, 
Walker went into Lloyds 
Bank in the High Street wear¬ 
ing a balaclava mask and 
brandishing what appeared 
to be a large gun. 

Prosecuting, Richard Potts 
said that a cashier was forced 
to fill a carrier bag with cash 
as Walker pointed the gun 
at her. Walker had told her: 
“Don’t press your alarm.” 

Other members of staff 
had been nearby in the 
open-plan bank helping to 
set up a charity tombola 
stall, said Mr Potts. 

After taking a bundle of 
notes from the rear, Walker 
left the bank. 

Five minutes later Walk¬ 
er struck again at Premier 
Travel in the Guineas Centre, 
walking in through the front 
door, still wearing a mask 
and brandishing a large 
hunting knife and confront¬ 
ed a staff member. 

The court heard how an 
elderly couple had been in 
the shop booking a holiday 
as Walker demanded that 
a locked door leading to 
the bureau de change was 
opened for him. 

Briefly Walker had held the 
knife to the throat of the el¬ 
derly man customer before 
the manager opened the 
door to allow Walker to go 
inside, said Mr Potts. 

Staff were able to lock the 
door of the bureau de change 
and alerted police but in the 
meantime Walker kicked his 
way through an internal wall 
to escape back into the shop

from where staff and cus¬ 
tomers had fled. 

Police decided not to tack¬ 
le Walker immediately as he 
was holding something be¬ 
neath the bag containing the 
bank cash which was feared 
might be a gun. 

Walker had shouted at of¬ 
ficers: “Get back or I’ll shoot 
you.” 

When Walker left Premier 
Travel, police Tasered him, 
but he tried to run away. 

He was sprayed with PAVA 
and Mr Potts said that a po¬ 
lice officer shoulder-charged 
Walker and he was detained. 

The court heard that 
Walker has a string of previ¬ 
ous convictions dating back 
to 1977, including a 10 year 
prison term imposed in 2000 
for four robberies. 

In mitigation, Steven Dy- 
ble said Walker had rent ar¬ 
rears and was facing eviction 
at the time of the offences. 

He said Walker had told 
police to shoot him and put 
him out of his misery.

Imposing an extended 16 
year sentence, Judge Rupert 
Overbury told Walker: “You 
are - and remain until such 
time when medical and psy¬ 
chiatric intervention oper¬ 
ates - a dangerous man.” 

The sentence comprises 
11 years imprisonment, two 
thirds of which will be served 
in custody before release can 
be considered by the parole 
board, and a five year ex¬ 
tended licence period. 

Walker pleaded guilty to 
two offences of robbery, one 
of possession of an imitation 
firearm and one of threaten¬ 
ing unlawful violence. 

Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Barry Byford said Walker 
caused “considerable dis¬ 
tress” to staff and customers 
and commended the brav¬ 
ery of those threatened by 
Walker. 

He said police officers who 
attended had also shown 
“considerable courage” fac¬ 
ing someone they believed 
had a gun.

Racing school working with 
charity on plans for fitness centre 


A NEW rehabilitation and 
fitness centre is being 
planned for Newmarket.

OVER an amazing four decades, 
Newmarket Lions have raised 
thousands of pounds for worthy 
causes. 

The organisation launched in 
Newmarket in L976 and since 
then has worked tirelessly to 
help people and groups in the 
local area. 

Now celebrating their 40th an¬ 
niversary, the group have shared 
why they love the Lions, how 
they got involved, and their fa¬ 
vourite memories of their time 
with the group. 

Chris Rawlinson said: “We 
are, foremost, people who care 
about others. Our motto is ‘we 
serve’ and from the outset of 
our organisation, the emphasis 
has been on service to the less 
fortunate members in our com¬ 
munity. 

“We ask for no reward but 
get great satisfaction from the 
knowledge that we have provid¬ 
ed help and happiness when this 
has been needed.”

Newmarket Lions, new and 
old, celebrated their anniversary 
with a three-course meal, in a 
night full of “fun and fellowship”, 
Chris said.

My ‘battle 
wounds’ made 
me stronger

AS a child, Kurt Hatfield didn’t know 
how long he would live. He missed 
nearly five years of school, had 84 
operations, spent a period taking 
more than 80 pills a day, and barely 
left hospital for a whole year. 

You wouldn’t know it from speak¬ 
ing to the 24-year-old, who now 
runs his own successful barber shop 
in Newmarket. 

Kurt, who lives in Rowell Close, 
Haverhill, was born with a rare bone 
marrow condition called congenital 
neutropenia, which meant that his 
body couldn’t fight off infection so 
he was battling to live from the start. 

“It was touch and go every day,” 
said Kurt. He was in and out of hos¬ 
pital throughout his childhood, 
spending 11 and a half months of 
2003 - his hardest year - as an inpa¬ 
tient at Addenbrooke’s. 

“It affected me massively. I lost 
friends and family because of not 
being in school. I haven’t grown up 
like everyone else has,” he said. 

In 2005, Kurt underwent a bone 
marrow transplant at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital in London to cure 
his neutropenia. He said that 13 
doctors were waiting for him when 
he arrived at Great Ormond Street 
for a period of treatment before his 
transplant. 

“They basically said: ‘Probably 
nothing’s going to save him.’ I had to 
just hope I survived.” 

Kurt was also being treated for a 
condition called vasculitis, which 
involves swelling of the blood ves¬ 


sels, when he had the transplant. 

In the period immediately af¬ 
ter his bone marrow was replaced 
through intravenous needles, he 
was taking 38 tablets a day twice a 
day, which then went up to 42 tab¬ 
lets twice a day. 

Just before his bone marrow was 
replaced, Kurt fundraised for Great 
Ormond Street, shaving his head 
and raising around £1,500. 

The transplant worked. After a 
childhood plagued by disease and 
time in hospital beds, by the age of 
19 Kurt was fully healthy. 

He said: “It was hard to get used to 
because that had been my life. When 
I came out of it it was quite a new 
beginning, having to adapt.” 

He tried doing an electrical ap¬ 
prenticeship but found that the 
years of school he had missed as a 
result of his illness held him back, 
so decided to go down to London to 
learn barbering. 

Two years after successfully com¬ 
pleting his course, Kurt set up his 


own business cutting hair in New¬ 
market High Street. 

And now Kurt is one of three final¬ 
ists in the young person’s category of 
the Haverhill Heroes Awards run by 
the Newmarket News' sister paper, 
Haverhill News and the Castle Part¬ 
nership Academy Trust. The awards 
aim to celebrate the unsung heroes 
of the local community. 

Kurt believes that his childhood 
ordeal helped give him the deter¬ 
mination to run his own business at 
such a young age. 

“You have just got to be deter¬ 
mined,” he said. “Basically you have 
just got to try and keep pushing. 
You’ve just got to carry on and you 
will get there eventually.” 

Kurt-who describes his operation 
scars as “battle wounds” - hopes 
that his story will provide hope for 
others going through hard times. 

“Rather than look for sympathy, 
I’m trying to inspire people so they 
think: ‘Well, he’s been through a lot, 
I can do it too.’”

Puzzle box tribute for 
fallen pilot’s daughter

THE daughter of a pilot who 
died in a plane crash after tak¬ 
ing off from RAF Lakenheath has 
been given a priceless keepsake 
thanks to base staff. 

Major Taj Sareen died when 
his F/A-18 Hornet jet crashed 
in Redmere after taking off from 
RAF Fakenheath on October 21. 

Maj Sareen was set to return 
home to his family in the US fol¬ 
lowing a six month deployment 
in the Middle East. 

He had stopped for a layover at 
RAF Fakenheath that day where 
he had bought a puzzle box and 
had it engraved for his daughter, 
Jade, from a Turkish bazaar at 
the Base Exchange. 

When staff Romeo Ovelek and 
Umut Nafile heard about the 
tragic crash, they believed his 
daughter’s new puzzle box gift 
would have also been destroyed 
in the crash. 

Romeo said: “We knew that 
the box had to have been lost 
with the plane, so we worked 
with Nick [Senior Master Sgt 
Nicholas Sinnott] and made it 
our mission to get his daughter 
a new puzzle box.” 

Romeo and Umut worked with 
Sgt Sinnott to get a new box for 
Jade, who was just a year old at 
the time, complete with a new 
engraving of “Daddy loves you 
always”. 

They also put Maj Sareen’s 
dog tags in the puzzle box and 
a locket containing his photo 
so his daughter could always re¬ 
member her father. 

Sgt Sinnott, 48th Aerospace 
Medicine Squadron bioenviron- 
mental engineering flight super¬ 
intendent, said: “The story that 
they told me gave me absolute 
goosebumps. 

“Romeo remembered how 
he [Maj Sareen] and his fellow 
Marines seemed high-spirited 
and very friendly, and from their 
experiences with him it just 
seemed right to not only honour 
his family with a new box, but 
his memory. 


“Three things factored in - 
love, generosity, and just doing 
the right thing for the American 
hero that Maj Sareen was to the 
Marines and Air Force alike.” 

Umut got the new box, which 
was made and delivered from 
Turkey by his father. 

They said that while it wasn’t a 
cheap venture, they felt “the gift 
was one that Sareen’s daughter 
deserved”. 

Maj Sareen’s colleagues from 
Miramar in California visited 


RAF Fakenheath in December 
to acknowledge the airmen who 
helped in crash recovery and re¬ 
sponse efforts. 

There, Sgt Sinnott shared the 
story and began the process to 
get the gift to Jade. 

An RAF Fakenheath spokes¬ 
person said: “The box Jade re¬ 
ceived was similar to the one 
purchased by her father, but it 
held much more. 

“With help from the Marines, 
the box held Sareen’s dog tags, 


a locket containing his photo¬ 
graph, and the added engraving, 
“Daddy loves you always”.” 

Major Allen Szczepek, from 
the US Marine Corps, said: “Maj 
Sareen was a fantastic pilot and a 
loving father who spoke with his 
daughter daily on deployment. 

“His remarkable personality 
left an impression on the Turk¬ 
ish puzzle box maker, enough 
for them to do this grand gesture 
thanking Sareen’s family for his 
service and sacrifice.”
